held by those w h o should k n o w better t 
and w h o ha ve allow ed their minds to t a s e 
take a 
do w nw ard cours e 
vs hit Ii can 
lead only to (lest met ion. 
"Today our crime is the work of the 
persons who have not 
reached their 
voting ag e.’’ 
I 
believe that a prime 
factor in the disregard by youth for 
law, lies in an equal or grea te r d is ­ 
respect for law and order on tile part 
of the adult of our generation. 
We 
might seek to evade it, or e x c u s e o u r ­ 
selves; n e v e rth eles s upon the s h o u l ­ 
ders of the parents rests the burden 
of t ii is condition. 
It is a k n o w n fact 
that in most cases no yout h ever d e ­ 
veloped an heroic i leal that wa s not 
first centered around hit environ ment .

when

sh ow disre spe ct of the law and order, 
you can be sure that he learned s o m e ­ 
thing of that attitude at h o m e ; or be­ 
cause those in his ho me failed to keel)

All too often 
we find that the youn g crimin al has 
come from a family wher e selfis hne ss

it may be that they are poverty ridden, 
ignorant people, not realizing their re­ 
sponsibilities.

that the attitude oi the pa rent s ha s a 
great bearing upon Hie future of tin 
young c i iminal.

been upon the furtherance of his e d u ­ 
cation. 
"We find, for instance, that prac­ 
tically every one el t h e s e yo u n g c rim ­ 
inals started their ca reers of crime 
when they w o e little more than chi l­ 
dren, reared in neglect an d poverty. 
"We find the m 
enga ged 
in 
petty 
thefts, stealing from parked a u t o m o ­ 
biles, breaking into unoc cup ie d b u ng a­ 
lows, ste al in g what they think is junk, 
and often with the k n o w l e d g e of their 
parents. 
Parents should have serious 
talks with their children about their 
futures, instilling into their m in ds the ( 
desire

It is estim ate d that tile leading p o w ­ 
ers would, if lighting each other, run 
5 short of mobile power within several 
w e ek s from the start of war because of 
lack of flied and oils. 
Even America and Russia, ov erf low­ 
ing with this lifeblood of modern fight­ 
ing forces, could not carry on with 
normal production during w art ime for 
longer than six months. 
For today's 
armies, navies and air forces are vora- 
c ions iii their appetite. 
Syn th etic production of ga s and oil 
as now prac ticed by several Europ ean 
po w ers is not cons ide red sufficient to 
take up tile slack, althoug h it helps.
